several prominent Piohibition members 
of the council, who gave as a reason for 
wanting to pass it, that they desired to 
show to the world that Atlanta was in 
favor of backing up the local option law 
both in moral sentiment and with its 
police force. When the ordinance was 
passed the brewery people saw that as 
long 
as 
It ' was 
enforced 
they 


would have no chance to get before the 
State courts to contend for their vested 
rights; yet the enterprise could not be 
shut down by law until these rights were 
paid for in some way. A petition was, 
therefore, gotten up and presented to the 
City Council by the 
owners of the 


brewery, asking that so much ol the 
ordinance as restricted the operation of 
the brewery be rescinded. The result

homo |iart of Pullman. Tho streets are broad, 
and tliure is no foncu—that modern aboinnui- 
ttuii inherlleil from a feudal time, « hen even 
neiglibors were feared, and ualls and moal.i 
wuro tho necessities of ovory householder. Jn- 
Hteud, bits of bright lawn separato the iimnes 
from tho walks.

Pullman has its own water and gas works. 


The streets nre all well paved. There aru no 
barns, one largo brick stable accommodating 
nil tlio horses in town. There tire baseball 
grounds, a gymnasium, bicycle track, rowing 
course, eU1., with handsome viuw stands, con- 
taining 1,(XX) or morn numbered chairs.

Pullman's drainage syslem is

Tho sewnsu is all col- 


lected in u great basin beneath the water 
tower, ami thenco pumped— 1,00(),0(KI gallons 
daily—to Pullman farm and garden, threo 
miles away. In no other city on either side 
of thu Atlantic has this method of disposing 
of i\ town's sewago been so successful as hero. 
Tho liquid sewage is drained from the garden 
into tho lake, but is so purified by filtration 
through tbo soil that tho waters of the lake 
aro inhabited by tish, and may even bo drunk.
